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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner has considered all of Applicant's 
arguments, but they are not persuasive. Applicant’s best argument presented is that the applied references do not teach or disclose that 
the models used are selected to cover the operating range of a selected logging tool. Applicant cites a section of Freedman as evidence 
that "it is by no means necessarily true that a given real earth formation will have a parameter within the operating range of the tool". 
Examiner points out that the citation merely gives an example of a log in which the test formation also exceeds the operating range of the 
tool. This citation does not show that the model does not also cover the operating range of a selected logging tool. Prosecution was 
closed with the Final Office Action mailed 9/8/2006. 
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
